The Work Plan includes the establishment of five Work 
Groups who will prepare Reports on the following themes by the 
end of December: Access and Movement; Environment and Health; 
Neighbourhoods and Housing; Jobs, Opportunities and Economic 
‘Growth; and Parks, Pleasures and Public Amenities. 


The four members of the I.W.C., The Honourable David Peterson, 
Premier of Ontario, Mr. C. Dennis Flynn, Chairman of Metropolitan 
Toronto and Art Eggleton, Mayor of Toronto joined with the 
Honourable David Crombie, the Chairman of the I.W.C., in the 
announcement of the establishment of the Work Groups. The Work 
Groups. are made up of a combination of public and private sector 
experts. A membership list is attaclrd.

TAKE NOTICE that the Honourable David Crombie has been 
constituted a Commissioner pursuant to Part 1 of the INQUIRIES 
ACT to inquire into and to make recommendations regarding the 
future of the Toronto Waterfront and to seek the concurrence of 
affected authorities in such recommendations, in order to ensure 
that, in the public interest, Federal lands and jurisdiction serve to 
enhance the physical, environmental, legislative and administrative 
context governing the use, enjoyment and development of the 
Toronto Waterfront and related lands. 


AND FURTHER TAKE NOTICE that pursuant thereto the 
Commissioner announces his intention to conduct Hearings in this 
first phase of the Royal Commission's mandate from January 16 to 
May 16, 1989 on the following matters:

(c) the role, mandate and development plans of the Toronto 
Harbour Commissioners; 


(d) the role, mandate and development plans of Harbourfront 
Corporation; and

responsibilities and jurisdiction.
